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REMARKS 

Reconsideration of this application, as presently amended, is respectfully requested. 
Claims 1-7 are pending in the present application. Claims 1-5 and 7 are allowed. Claim 6 
remains rejected. The rejections set forth in the Office Action are respectfully traversed below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. S 112 

Claim 6 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, for indefiniteness. More 
particularly, the Office Action asserts that it is unclear how a plurality of ridges engage with the 
splined grooves of the attitude control element body and where a taper is formed from said ridges 
to the container abutting section. The Office Action goes on to question where the "ridges" 
which "engage" with the "spline" are shown in the figures. 

Claim 6 has been amended to obviate the § 112, second paragraph, rejection. More 
particularly, claim 6 has been amended to recite "a plurality of protruding splines that engage 
with the splined grooves of the attitude control element body..." This amendment to claim 6 is 
consistent with the application's specification, page 24, lines 6-11, which describes "the attitude 
control element unit 62 of a label attitude control element 61 is formed in a hollow cylinder 
shape, and on the outer perimeter surface of the attitude control element unit 62 are formed 
splined grooves 63 that engage with the protruding splines 67 of the container pressing head 64" 
(emphasis added).
